T housands of postal em p loyes are los­ 
ing at least part of their pay for the next 
three m onths in order to bring the postal 
departm ent close to a balance, w h en at 
the sam e time the franking abuse grow s 
by terrific leaps. A ccording to data com ­ 
ing out of W ashington, the official bulk 
mail going out of the capital daily has in­ 
creased fifty tons ov er this time last year.

A reader asks me to discuss the 
subject of sciatica, it causes, symp­ 
toms, 
diagnosis, 
prognosis, 
and 
treatment. 
“ Sciatica,” 
is 
a 
v ery 
general 
term used for any pain in the sci­ 
atic 
nerv e. 
The 
sciatic nerv e 
if 
the longest nerv e in the body, aris­ 
es from the spinal cord low down 
in 
the 
back, and proceeds down 
the back of the leg, breaking up 
into div isions which go clear to 
the toes. 
It is reasonable to expect', there­ 
fore, on account of its length, that 
many irritativ e factors could pro­ 
duce 
pain 
in 
this 
nerv e. 
Indeed 
it IS customary in medical circles 
to consider sciatic pain under two 
div isions: 
(1) 
pain in the nerv e 
itself, and 
(2) 
pain of the nerv e 
due 
to 
inflammation 
or 
pressure 
on the nerv e from diserase of the 
structures through which it passes. 
Among these latter might be dis­ 
location of the sacro-iliac bones in 
the 
pelv is, 
such 
inflammation as 
from appendicities, or inflammatory 
disease of the female organs. 
Probably the most frequent caust^ * 
of pain of the nerv e itself is due 
to infection somewhere in the body 
tar aw'ay from the sciatic nerv e it­ 
self, such as in a tooth or tonsil 
or gall-bladder. 
The treatment of sciatica will ob- 
! 
v iously depend on 
the cause. In 
the case of dislocation of the pel­ 
v ic 
bones, 
support 
to 
these 
by 
means of corsets, or pads, or casts, 
usually giv es relief. 
In few cases of the disease is it 
possible to giv e v ery much relief 
« 
by means of drugs by mouth. In 
the primary form of neuritis of the 
sciatic nerv e, remov al of focal in­ 
fection frequently does good. But 
by all odds the best treatment in 
the acute stage—and the treatment 
most 
often 
neglected—is 
rest 
in 
bed. 
It is possible to kill the pain in 
the sciatic nerv e by injecting anes­ 
thetic substances directly into it A 
long hypodermic needle 
can 
be 
thrust down through the skin until 
It reaches the nerv e; 
then it it 
pushed into the body of the nerv e 
itself, and a solution of quinine- 
urea injected into the nerv e. This 
deadens all sensations in the re­ 
gion of the nerv e, 
Besides this, the use of lioat 1« 
a well established form of treat­ 
ment. In the old days, the best 
way to do this w’ould be to hav e 
the patient lie down on his stom­ 
ach and hav e his wife put a piece 
of flannel ov er the place where the 
pain was. and with a moderately 
hot iron, iron ov er the 
flannel 
until she had produced redness and 
relief. Nowadays 
electrical 
treat­ 
ments 
by 
means 
of 
diathermy 
seems, to be better than this old- 
fashioned treatment, 
perhaps 
be­ 
cause they are more mysterious.

W'ASHINGTON, April 4.—The sen­ 
ate today approved without debate a 
tax of one-tenth of one per cent on 
the capital stock of corporations, 
designed to raise an estimated $9 5,- 
000,000 a year. 
Acting speedily on 
the $330,000,000 revenue bill, the 
senate gave tentative approval to 
a 
long list of finance committee pro­ 
visions including one levying 
a big 
surtax on “improperly accumulated” 
surpluses of corporations. 
The additional tax would be 25 
percent on adjusted net income un­ 
der $100,000 and 35 percent on that 
in ex cess of $100,000. 
The bill weathered its first test 
in the senate 'virith a vote to retain 
a provision subjecting to tax ation 
the anticipated income from anui- 
ties. 
The proposal would req uire an­ 
nuitants, as soon as payments be­ 
gin to them, to report as income an 
amount eq ual to 
3 per cent of the 
aggregate premium paid on the an­ 
nuity. 
A substitute proposed by Senator 
Hebert (R-RI) to restore ex isting 
law' req uiring annuitants to report 
the interest only after the 'W'hole 
principal has been paid back was 
rejected 55 to 24. 
Senator Austin iR., V. T.T, lost 
an amendment which wmuld have 
changed the 3 per cent to 2 per 
cent and ex empted 
annuities 
of 
$1,000 instead of $500 as provided 
in the bill. 
The nex t coinmitiee amendment 
approved 
would 
disallow 
deduc­ 
tions from income of contributions 
made to any organization for poli­ 
tical purposes or for lobbying on 
legislation. 
Going through amendments pre­ 
viously passed over in rapid fash­ 
ion 
and 
with 
little 
debate, 
the 
senate approved a credit ot 10 per 
cent on all earned income up to 
$20 000 as 
against $8,000 
in 
the 
house bill. 
Chairman 
Harrison 
of 
the 
fin­ 
ance committee said about $7,000,- 
000 in revenue would be lost by 
the increase to $20,000. 
Reaching 
the 
ex cise 
clauses, 
q uick approval was given to a pro­ 
visions repealing the present tax 
on soft drink s. 
Tentative approval was given a 
provision to prevent tax avoidance 
through 
corporate 
reorganizations,, 
to save the government an esti­ 
mated $10,000,000. 
This provision modified the house 
clause to provide a uniform rule 
for reorganization in all the states 
which Harrison said would permit 
legitimate 
business 
readjustments.
